on the morning or Sepl. 13th, 1 iu 
company with *u ajrrn-eable party oj 
young people I rom New lleveu, Kv., 
started lor the mouaatery, which U 
•Ituatcd in a beautiful valley five 
mile* from the town ol New Haven, 
and almost surrounded by plutur- 
esque knobs, tome or which are at 
least a hundred reethiglr. Alter a 
del.ghtrul ride or an hour's duration, 
we reached the institution ; here we 
were met by on* or the monks who 
cordially invited u* Into Iho sitting 
room or the building aud led us to 
ourselves, while he weut to apprise 
the guest muter or our arrival, lie*, 
lug spent a short while in admiring 
lite beaulirul painting* with which 
the wall* of the room wore adorned, 
"father Jobc^h," the guest master, 
Appeared on the scene with a kind 
greeting tor ut all aud eunouiiced his 
willingness to show us the "sights." 
Just here a description of this old 
gentleman will not be out of place. 
This venerable looking old man, a 
Frenchman by birth, Aid every high- 
ly educated and accomplished scholar, 
wa* in early life, leader of the orches- 
tra iu oue ol the largest Loudon thea- 
tre's, but growing tired of thi* busi- 
he came to the Uuited Slates a 
few years ago, and was engaged to 
give music lessons lo Mrs. Sarlon*. 
nee Nellie Grunt. But finally becom- 
ing weary ot the world ho resolved 
lo seek the retirement of a inouaatry, 
and so clad in a*, long robe of while 
flannel, the prescribed garment* ol the 
priests id this Institution, with low 
heavy shoe* and no covering for the 
head iave* leathern simile ovor hi* 
eye* such si Is used ou boy*' caps, he 
now treads the lonely walks ol mon 
astic life. However, notwithstanding 
the hardships that he endures and the 
privations that he must sutler, he was 
happy in his religion and teemed to 
desire no greater Joy than that ot 
serving God iu the peculiar way of 
the niouka. 

Begging pardon for a slight digres- 
sion, wo will now proceed ou our 
way through the building. 

First we were shown into tbo con* 
greiration church— there were two 
uhuruhAS, the monks' church and the 
church lor the congregation— which 
i* a magnificent structure of the latest 
style ol architecture. It's floor Is Mo- 
salo work, and the walls are covered 
with cosllv pictures of * acred scene*, 
while the altar 1* a portent model ot 
architectural detlgu. In this altar is 
a life size figure of Christ nailed In 
the cross, all of which Is so thorough 
ly natural that you could almost im- 
agine yourself an eye witness of the 
terriblo tragedy that was euacted ou 
Mount Calvary. 

There wa* the crown of thorns, the 
nails piercing His feet and band*; the 
wonnd, in his side from which were 
apparently drlpplug drops of real 
blood, while on tlio face wa* that pu i v 
look of quiet resignation and submis- 
sion, ever characteristic of otar Savior, 
aud, strange to aay, do paint had 
been used about the figure, the differ- 
ent colors exhibited having been pro- 
duced by putting together pieces or 
ood. 
special iutercat 



w ts tfiawepreeentatinn made or tloiicy 
otth* grotto Of "Loured." together 
Wllb various diminutive figures 01 
people, ail weadiug their way lo the 
spring of healing water, eoalaiued Ut 
this grotto. According to Catholic 
belief, far back lu the Jaya of antiq- 
ally, the Virgin Mary appeared ton 
little maiden and told her to scratch 
lu the sand ol a curtain grotto III some 
portion of Fraitn and the would find 
a spring whose waters would heal all 
disca.es known to the human family 
The maiden, acting ou instructions, 
discovered this spring, which is, eveu 
at the present day, considered by the 
Catholics to be a spring capable ul 
curing all who bathe In" it. Besides 
the grotto and the figures above de 
-cribed, this representation consists 
ol beautiful figures carved of stone, 
or the Virgin, and the maiden aud al 
so a church that has beeu errcted near 
I he spring. 

Next In order or cnriotitles. was a 
crosier which was Indeed the inosi 
wonderful pioce or mechanism that 1 
have ever seen. The eutre staff, in- 
cluding the hook, was about 8 feet iu 
length and on Ha surface were repre- 
«enta>ions of fowls, animals, treus, 
dowers and human heads, all as per- 
fectly natural a* If painted by lite 
hand of a Raphael, while in- truth, 
they, as Was the crucifix before de- 
scribed, was made by glueing to- 
gether pieces ol dlffereut shades of 
wood. 

Having now been through the on- 
ly depart meut lo which ladies are ad- 
mitted, the rest of the grounds be- 
ing eontecrecated anil lorbidden to 
women, the nt**cullne porliou <T our 
crowd proceeded iu quest ol new ob- 
jects of iuureat. Still lollowiug the 
guidance of Ftthur Joseph, we pass- 
ed through the Mouks Church, a very 
simple structure, wo was not allowed 
to nop as they were at mass and out 
into the burial grounds or the Monks'. 
Here wo saw the extreme simplicity, 
tor nothing but a plain, black wood- 
en cross, with only the names, data 
or birth sntl lime ol death ol ibe de- 
ceased, at the head of every grave 
served to mark the final reatiug place 
otlls Inmate*. Hurrying Irom this 
• bode oi ibe dead we next visited the 
dining hall, which iu all of it. np- 
poiiiltneuU looked lik* the eating 
room of a penitentiary. Kxteudiug 
the ull length ot iho room were two 
or ihree aide table* ou which, for ev- 
ery person were placod n tin plate, 
atone jug for waior, wooden spoon 
and fork,— no kiiilc being used— and 
wooden bowl. As breakfast was 
about ready when we visited the din- 
Ing room, we were thoroughly cuii 
voiced that Monk* are uo epicures, iu 
so much as their diet consists of plain 
white bread, fruit* and vegitablos, no 
animal food of any kind being eaten. 
The laat place* viaiied were the gar- 
den* and orchard, alt of which wore in 
a high state of cultivation ami would 
have delighted the eye ol the most ras 
lldlous horticulturist. With a lew 
remarks concerning the eustotns and 
habits of these, Mouks, we will close 
this already too lengthy communica- 
tion. This lustiutlun Is of Ibe Frau- 
elac.su order, there being only one 
other la lite Uuited Stales, and Hum- 
bert about eeveuty Monk* who are 
llvided Into two elasa e * . via: The 
priests aud browu brother*, *o cniled 
from their robes of common brown 
Thi* latter elate are the labor- 
All or them are required to rite 
nl '! A. M and chant until 6. then 
they go to mass for about two boor*, 
alter which they eat breakfast about 
it. This being done they proceed In 
their several duller, and alter eating 
supper about 6, they have no dinner, 
tuey retire al an early hour.

Lebanon. Kentucky, Augutl 21), 1882. 
When a youug man he taught school 
al Big Sprlugs, Hardin county, and 
allerwards studied law aud removed 
to Missouri in May. 1850 to practice 
his profession, where he gained a flue 
reputation at a lawyer and filled sev- 
eral Important official positions. In 
1857 he wot elected to' the Uoute of 
Rt-preseutallt'et, of Missouri, aud in 
185D resigned to accept the appoint, 
meat or Attorney General or Ibl 
Slate. After serving out the unex 
pired term to which bo wa* appoint- 
ed lu 1862, he Wat unanimously nom- 
inated lor the tame position by the 
Deinocralio party aud elected by an 
overwhelming majority. In 1863 he 
returned to hit old borne in Lebanon 
ami there commenced the practice ol 
law. Wee a member or the Fortieth, 
Forty-First, Forty-Fourth, Forty- 
Fifth aud Forty-Sixth Congress, and 
it now a member ol th Fony-Seyeuth 
Cougrei*. lu National politics lie has 
made a reputation that few men havo 
attained. There It hardly a House- 
hold In the United States where the 
name of Proctor Knott hat not reach 
ed, aud nearly everybody hat read 
hit fatnout Dulnlh speech thai it pro 
iiouuced the finest speech ot burner 
ever delivered In the Halls or Cou- 
greee. When the l>emo< rats had con- 
trol of the House Mr. Knot waa se- 
lected from the brillant array of legal 
talent *ud honored with the Chair- 
manship of the Judiciary Committee, 
the most distinguished position ac- 
corded to a Kentuekiaii since the war. 
In 1S76, when '.ho Electoral Commis- 
sion Bill was brought up, Mr. Knott 
stood by the Constitution and throw 
all hit talent am] ability against that 
great fraud. Al that lime hi* con- 
stituency were pouring upon him dal- 
ly petitions asking him to vote, for 
the Commission. Bui a few months 
proved hit foresight aud his words 
mid judgmaut were verified. Hit 
Congrettional carreer is certainly 
withont a parallel, at he hat never 
made a false step, and not the slight- 
est Imputation hat ever been cast upon 
hit character, in hit own district 
Mr, Knott It extremely popular, and 
•or several terms he bat bad no op- 
position in hi* party. Tired of Na- 
tional politic, he hat declined lo go 
bank to Congress, and the people and 
the pre** lu all Motion* of the State 
ore urglug him to make tha race for 
Governor. He bat aot given nit cob 
sent as yet totlandror that onlee, but 
It I* generally tkowght bo will.
